70 percent of workers to continue strike 
Reprieve for hospitals _ 
as staffers honour orders

_The state hospital system last 
night heaved a collective sigh of re- 


fief as 2.290 vital maintenance work- . 


ers and clerks ~ 30 per cent of those 
who have been striking for the last 
12 .days -- retumed to the wards, 
albeit reluctantly, after receiving 
back-to-work orders issued by the 
government under emergency regu- 
lations. 

But a majority of the 80-member 
workers’ council, meeting for four 
hours at Sheba Hospital, decided 
that the remaining 7,000 workers 
will continue their strike for equality 
in wages with their counterparts in 
Kupat Holim Clalit institutions. As 
a result, the Health Ministry in- 
structed the hospital directors to ad- 
mit to the state hospitals, until fur- 
ther notice, only patients in serious 
condition. 


The back-to-work orders are ef- 
fective for three months. They were 
meant to encompass all professional 
groups who stayed off the job, in- 
cluding the state hospital physicians 
and the anesthesiologists, who have 
been applying sanctions for a 
month. 

But these two unions evaded the 
orders by announcing before the 
morning deadline that they were 
ending their sanctions. The Trea- 
sury countered by scheduling nego- 
tiations with them this morning — 
something.it has refused to do dur- 
ing all their weeks of disruptions of 
normal hospital routine. bea 

The Treasury fast night was. 
pleased that the council voted to 
allow those who received the orders 
to return-to work. “Finance Minis- 
ter Moshe. Nissim is gratified that 
the patients will uo longer suffer,” 
the ministry spokesman said, adding 


that the Treasury had been “justi- 
fied™ in asking the cabinet to invoke 
the emergency regulations. It does 
not intend to issue back-to-work or- 
ders to all the remaining strikers, as 
this is “not customary, for only vital 
workers receive them,” the spokes- 
man said. 

The Finance Ministry confirmed 
that the strikers would have their

work. This means that their next 
pay slips will be one-third less than 
the average net of NIS600-800, and 
that those who continue striking will 
get even less.

Terrorists crossed |

TEL AVIV.- An IDF patrol has 
captured a squad of three infiltrators 
which crossed the Egyptian border 
into the Negev with orders to seize 
an Israeli vehicle, enter a town to 
kill civilians, or both. The terrorists 
surrendered last Friday, some 16 ki- 
lometres southwest of Mitzpe Ra- 
mon at the end of a 21-hour pursuit. 


OC Southern Command Aluf 
Yitzhak Mordechai yesterday told 
defence reporters that the Egyptian 
authorities were unaware of the 
squad. The Egyptians. informed of 
the incident. promised to take ac- 
tion, he said.

Shultz here 
this month

U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz is slated to come to the Mid- 
dle East on February 25 to advance 
American peace efforts after he re- 
ceives the mitial Soviet reaction to 
the new American initiative.

Shultz phoned both Prime Minis- 
ter Shamir and Foreign Minister 
Peres yesterday evening to inform 
them of his impending visit, which 
will take place after a scheduled 
five-day visit to Moscow.

Basing his information on prelimi- 
nary reports filed by the special en- 
voy, the official suggested that 
Shultz had a good chance of “finess- 
ing” some of the serious problems 
standing in the way of progress.

Hussein, for example, is pressing

even if the parties fail to implement 
interim autonomy measures in the 
territories in advance. 

Another major problem. in- 
formed sources said, involved Hus- 
sein’s demand that the U.S. once 
again outline some of its own posi- 
tions on the final status of the terti- 
tories. 

But Israeli officials have insisted 
that any such public reformulation 
of U.S. policy at this sensitive 
moment -—— would effectively preju- 
dice Israel's negotiating position in 
the final status negotiations.

IDF troops shot and killed a 
youth in the Tulkarm refugee camp 
yesterday in a clash with local resi- 
dents, military and Palestinian 
sources said. 

Military sources said an IDF force 
had entered the camp while it was 
under curfew to carry out arrests 
and was attacked by villagers who 
injured a soldier. Palestinian 
sources reported that the residents 
feared that settlers were attacking 
the camp. 

The dead youth was identified as 
Ahmad Abu Sabil, in his late teens. 

At Beita, south of Nablus, villag- 
ers charged that troops had severely 


beaten four residents, including a 75 |. 


year-old man, when they entered 
the village Wednesday night. 

An IDF spokeswoman said troops 
had gone into the village to arrest 
agitators, after the village had been 
closed off by troops following a bus- 
burning several days ago. She said 
villagers attacked the troops with 
hatchets and knives, and the soldiers 
had to use force to make the arrests. 
_ The four severely beaten resi- 
dents were taken to Rafidiya Hospi- 
tal in Nablus, according to villagers. 
They said that soldiers had entered 
Beita from two directions at night, 


raising fears that settlers were at- |. 


tacking. Rocks were hurled at the 
soldiers and in the clash villagers 
were beaten and several injured. 
they said. 

Elsewhere in the West Bank, an 
empty bus was set on fire at the 
village of Silat a-Dahr, in an attempt 
to prevent labourers from travelling 
to work in Israel.

PLO says ship 
‘will sail for Israel 
by tomorrow

yesterday that a shipload of Pales-

“Now for sure, in 36 hours the 
boat will sail,” Fuad al-Bittar, the 
PLO diplomatic representative in 
Athens, told a news conference.

Former aide blasts Panama’s

WASHINGTON (Reuter) — A for- 
mer close aide to General Manuel 
Noriega has portrayed Panama's de 
facto ruler as a wheeler-dealer jug- 
gling the conflicting interests of 
Washington and Cuba, the CIA and 
Marxist guerrillas. 

Jose Biandon told a Senate sub- 
committee during two days of testi-~ 
mony that Noriega: 

O Earned millions of dollars aid- 
ing Colombian drug traffickers 
flood the U.S. with cocaine and 
marijuana. 

OD Maintained close relations 
with the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Agency (DEA), which congratulat- 
ed him on his efforts to stamp out 
the drug traffic. 

D Supplied, for a price, arms to 
rebels fighting the U.S-backed Sal- 
vadorean government. 

O Trained U-.S-backed rebels 
fighting the feftist Nicaraguan 
government. 

O Asked Cuban leader Fidel 
Castro, at U.S. Vice President 
George Bush's behest, to order Cu- 
bans not to fire on invading U.S. 
troops in Grenada. ‘ 

ΓΙ Heeded an appeal from Castro 
to return millions of dollars, equip. 
ment and a helicopter seized from 
Colombian drug traffickers. 

O Helped Cuba obtain banned 
U.S. high technology imports and 
send banned shrimp and tobacco ex- 
ports to the U.S.. despite a 27-year 
trade embargo. 

O Was so close to the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency that he 
dined with former CIA chief Wil-

The testimony from Blandon, a 
former consul general in New York, 
followed last week's indictments 
against Noriega in Florida for drug 
smuggling and racketeering. Nor- 
iega has said the charges were politi- 
cally motivated and part of a cam- 
paign by the U.S. to retain control 
of the Panama Canal beyond the 
year 2000. 

The CIA denied furnishing Nor- 
iega with reports, saying it was pro- 
hibited by law from collecting infor- 
mation on the personal lives of U.S. 
Officials or citizens. 

Blandon told a Senate subcom- 
mittee on Wednesday that U.S.- 
backed contra rebels were allowed 
to train in Panama following a per- 
sonal request made by then-White 
House aide Lieutenant Coleone! Oli- 
ver North. He described meetings 
between Noriega and North as he 
completed more than eight hours of 
testimony before a subcommittee 
investigating Noriega's ties to drug 
smuggling. 

Earlier in the day, Blandon said 
the vice president used Noriega in 
1983 to advise of the imminent U.S. 
invasion of Grenada. 

Blandon said Bush called Noriega 
in the early morning, two to three 
hours before the October 25 inva- 
sion, asking him to tell Castro that 
Cuba would suffer reprisals if U.S. 
forces had any “problems.” Noriega 
passed on the warning in a phone 
conversation with Castro, he said. 
Bush has denied he asked Noriega 
to intercede with Castro. 


ROME (AP) - President Francesco 
Cossiga began consultations yester- 
day on ways to resolve a political 
crisis triggered by the collapse of 
Italy's 47th postwar government. 

Premier Giovanni Goria, a Chris- 
tian Democrat, resigned Wednes- 
day after six months in office, citing 
the factional struggies and parlia- 
mentary defeats that paralyzed his 
five-party coalition in recent weeks.

ELKANA - Yehezkel Ozer moved 
the tips of his fingers along the 
freshly painted off-white GMC Van- 
dura. He seemed to enjoy the pol- 

ished, smooth touch. 

“T received it yesterday,” the mo- 
bile-post driver said. It was his old 
van, returned from the garage after 
the dents were straightened out and 
the shattered windows replaced. 
The vehicle had been stoned by riot- 
ing Palestinians along Yehezkel’s 
daily route through the West Bank. 

Yehezkel, a resident of Gedera, is 
one of many Israelis -- soldiers, doc- 
tors, drivers, teachers and others -- 
who live in Israel proper but serve 
the tens of thousands of settlers in 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 

Some, like kindergarten teacher 
Etti Melai, have taken the riots in 
their stride. 

Etti had volunteered for a year's 
national service after graduating 
from high school in Petah Tikva and 
was sent to help in Pedu’el, a fairly 
quiet, secluded settlement on the 
western slopes of the Samarian hills. 

“There is no sense of fear here,” 
she said as the little children sat 
around low tables in an adjacent

room. “We feel quiet safe, especial- 
ly since the army established a head- 
quarters here.” - 

On her way here one recent 
morning, she reached a roadblock of 
Stones and electric poles — but the 
army was there already. A jeep ac- 
companied them op a roundabout 
route which passed through an Arab 
village, but no Palestinian was in 
sight. ‘They're really afraid of the 
amy,” she said. ᾿ 

“The driver asked me if I wante 
τὸ go home,” she continued. * I said 
“You must be kidding’.” 

But the everits have shaken her 
older colleague, Orli Dayan, of Ari- 
el. Orli had been in another car 
which took Etti’s alternate route, 
but without the army escort. Their 
only weapon was a pistol that the 
driver carried, and the rocks scat- 
tered along the road scared her. 


“We were tense: maybe this Arab 
will pick up a stone, maybe that one 
will throw it.” she related. 

“We had an army escort on our 
way back. The driver insisted on it. 
Arabs had smashed his windshield 
several days earlier, so the soldiers 
accompanied us, and we arranged a 
meeting for the following morning 
as well.” 

But while Etti and Orli got to 
work, others occasionally had to 
change their plans. Yehezkel and his 
Mobile Post occasionally had to skip 
settlements. 

Switching off the engine at Dolev, 
Yehezkel said that sometimes it was 
scary to drive on the road there, 
passing through the village of Ras 
Karkar where fences have been torn 
apart to block the narrow passes. 
“Many times we didn’t come be- 
cause the road was blocked and the

Glamour and glitter proliferated, 
an expression of an impossibly cor- 
nucopian wealth of 400 per cent 
mark-ups that have more to do with 
getting rich quick than with the pres- 
sures of customs, taxes or tariffs. 

If in some places the miracle was 
the inexplicable victory attributed to 
biblical rights, here the miracle was 
the inexplicable wealth attributed to 
what? To the bourse? To business 
sense? To the loopholes in the tax 
structure? To cheap labour? To 
what? 

Indeed, even before *’The Trou- 
bles,” which have always been here 
but have always been easy to ignore, 
a Jerusalemite would come to Tel 
Aviv and think it’s another couatry; 

“Where are the stones, where are 
the stones? Whai's all this traffic? 
Look, look at the people out for a 
stroll, Look at all the open places, 
look at it, look, it's a city.” 

And the Tel Avivian would smug- 
ly steer through traffic and show off 
yet another late-night corner, yet 
another sample of what would be 
called normality anywhere else. 

So it's not fair that life goes on 
normally here while elsewhere 
things are far from normal, unless 
one has the view that “The Trou- 
bies" are the normal state of affairs, 
indeed a confirmation of hisiory.

Herut MK Michael Eitan speaks 
very cautiously about how to grap- 
ple with the dilemma of the Palestin- 
jan expellees’ boat which may soon 
arrive off Israel’s coast.

I don’t believe that that is 
what the Palestinians intend. It is

The group spent a total of four 
days at eight locations in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. It visited hos- 
pitals and clinics in towns and refu- 
gee camps, spoke with Palestinian 
doctors and patients, the chief 
health officer in the Judea and Sa- 
maria Civil Adminstration, Dr. 
Yitzhak Sever; representatives of 
the Palestinian Red Crescent and 
the Red Cross. The group also met 
with Knesset Members and officials 
at the Foreign Ministry, and was to 
meet yesterday with Ron Kromer, 
assistant to the.Coordinator of Ac- 
tivities in the Territories. . 

Leanmg said the injuries seen by 
the team indicated “a systematic 
pattern of limb injury, guided by the 
Intent to accomplish a fracture 
which will not result in mortality.”

If the Soviets, 
see that Israel,-Jordan, Egypt and 
the U.S. have reached agreement 
and that they are left with the option 
of not attending an international 
conference, they will prefer to come 
to a conference, even if they don't 
agree to its substance or to its 
powers, 

‘What's more, the Americans have 
already notifed the Soviets that they 
have initiated this activity. I assame 
that they will try to reach an under- 
Standing with the Soviets. The 
Americans are encouraged by the 
Soviet positions because there is ap- 
parently movement on the Afghani- 
Stan issue. 


But you have been insisting that 
Jordan is apprehensive about the for- 
mation of a Soviet-Syrian-PLO axis 
which will oppose peace moves. 

Yes, but I believe that if the Sovi- 
ets see that they have no veto pow- 
er, they will prefer not to exciude 
themselves. 

For months you have attempted to 
bridge the gap between the positions 
of Jordan’s King Hussein and those 
of Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir. 
Do you think the Americans can suc- 
ceed where you have failed? 

Look, I am not an objective by- 
stander sitting on the sidelines and 
placing bets. I will do my best so that 
the American initiative will succeed.

The Americans propose that the 
talks on the final settlement will begin 
even if the talks on the interim settle- 
ment are not concluded. In these cir- 
cumstances, is there any realistic’ 
chance for an interim settlement? 
Why should the Arabs, who have 
never liked the idea of an interim 

ement, negotiate it seriously? 

If the Arabs will be given a com- 
mitment regarding the period in 
which the interim arrangement will 
be in force, it will make things easier 
for them. Will they make do with 
three years? I really don't know. 

On the other hand, I don’t know 
if the Likud will accept the Reagan 
plan. But the very fact that the 
Americans bave launched this initia- 
tive, and are trying to bridge the 
differences, is something which 
should be welcomed.

But the overall thrust was differ- 
ent. The Chief Rabbinical Council, 
he said, had addressed itself to only 
one aspect of the problem that was 
eating into Israeli society: the search 
for peace. The statement, he added 
“ignores the roots of the problem 
and its long-range implications, 
which is precisely the thing they 
shouldn't be doing.” ; 

On the contrary, Lichtenstein 
said, one must see the larger pic- 
ture. In the past, he added, we have 


. been too inflexible. Now, in order to 


extricate ourselves from our situa- 
tion, we are duty-bound to address 
ourselves to issues which we had 
previously ignored. ‘ 
His own emphasis was to “maip- 
tain a long-range perspective and 
not be caught up in short-range Se- 
curity problems.” This was especial- 
ly important, he said, now that we 
were in a possibly critical phase, 
where, if possible, one had a duty to 
encourage a “positive direction. 
“If the peace process can be de- 
veloped, this should be done, and if 
it is not possible, then at least we 
know that the fault is not ours. 


In concrete terms, he said, this 
meant “flexibility in terms of what 
kind of factors we will be willing to 
accept for negotiators and a readi- 
ness to explore every avenue. For 
the longer term it meant a readiness 
to enter into negotiations and to ac- 

certain kinds of admittedly un- 
tt decisions. 

People were aware, he said, of the 
risks of an initiative, but they were 
Jess mindful of the risks of no initia- 
tive. There was a natural tendency 
to let inertia govern, “the iflusion 
and delusion that time will take care 
of everything.” 

A fated settlement means 
that it is inevitible that we must give 
up some territory, be said.

Mine is not an of- 
fice for granting licences for a nation 
to be a nation. This is pretentious. 
They decided that they are a Pales- 
tinian people — then they are a Pal- 
estinian people. 

Do you share the concern that has 
been voiced about the effects of the 
disturbances on IDF soldiers, on the 
younger generation? 

Jewish history is devoid of any 
desire to rule over another people. I 
think that what is happening now is 
a deviation. All the people who 
ruled over us have been erased from 
the stage of history. We are the only 
ones who never ruled over anyone 
else, and we prevailed. 

I don’t think that when we renew 
the independent activity of our peo- 
Pie .we should suddenly tum our 

cks on the moral logic of Jewish 
history. ; 

1 am not concemed about the ef- 
fects on the soldiers, they will over- 
come, they are made of good mate- 


tial. The problem is what will be 
happen with us. 

I told the religious Jews that they 
have become so enamoured with 
Joshua’s patrimony that they have 
forgotten Mosaic Law.

You speak of a “deviation.” You 
have accused Shamir of rejecting 
peace. But Shamir and the religious 
parties represent some 50 per cent of 
the le. So how can peace be 
achieved if half the people refuse to 
accept α policy which supports it? 

Look, in democratic states major- 
ities are very slim, three or four per 
cent. Look at the election results in 
America. In England, Thatcher pot 
less votes than her rivals. Look at 
France. 

This problematic coalition which 
you are referring to is one of the 
leaderships of the parties, not of the 
religious Jews. I am convinced that 
there is a considerable moderate el- 


᾿ ement among the religious Jews who 


once voted for the National Reli- 
gous Party; but, in the meantime, 
the NRP has become extreme. 

T also believe that there are mod- 
erate elements among Likud voters 
as well. Their leadership has be- 
come more extreme. i am very 
doubtful whether a peace treaty 
would have been signed if the pre- 
sent leadership had ruled the Likud 
in 1977. Even former prime minister 
Menachem Begin supported an in- 
ternational conference then. 

1 view this coalition with concern 
because it is a marriage of conve- 
nience. The religious parties sup- 
port the Likud because it is willing 
to ee them everything they want. 

it we see from the polis is that 
many Likud supporters — perhaps

Begin would not been able τὸ 
prevail if we had not supported him. 

On the other hand. all of the cru- 
cial decisions throughaut the history 
of the state were reuched without 
the Revisionisis. without the right. 
The decision to set up a state on anly 
ἃ part of the Land of !srael, the 
Rhodes agreements. the withdrawal 
from Sinai in 1957 - all were reached 
without their agreement. Even 
Egypt. you must remember, would 
not have reached peace without the 
disengagement agreements which 
we concluded despite the objections. 
of the right. 

But if we have a majority of cne 
per cent, it will immediately be one 
of 60-70 per cent, because same of 
the religious will join in. 

T do not even rule out having the 
Likud join as a junior partner. | am 
interested in the substance, not in 
the make-up. 

The Labour party has undergone 
quite a bit of upheaval recently. See- 
retary general Uzi Baram resigned, a 
Steering committee wus set up. MK 
Abdel Wahab Daroushe left the par- 
ty: Is Labour ready for the elections. 

Yes. 1 do not view these as serious 
problems: 1 am sorry about Dar- 
oushe. 1 think he made a mistake, 
even for himself. He has no political 
future. The Arab voter will be influ- 
enced by the events, not by person- 
alities. We have a hard nucleus of 
Arab support and Arab intellectuals 
who understand that voting for (MK 
Mohammed) Miari and for the 
Communists is like voting for Te- 
hiya. Their positions are accepted 
by no one. 

Do you rule out a coulition based 
on the quiet suppon of the Corunu- 
nisis and the Progressive List for 
Peace? 

I don't need to make prophecies, 
there is no end to speculation.

ANYONE TRAVELLING the roads of the 
West Bank these days cannot fail to sense the 
change that has come over the area in the last 
two months, The region radiates chaos, a 
sense of anarchy and violence which makes 
life before December seem like a distant vi- 
sion. 


There is a war going on here which has - 


taken an ugly turn, no longer hidden by a 
facade of “normal life” and daily routine. The 
conflict is raw now, on the surface. It involves 
whole populations, and with the recent arrival 
of IDF reservists now directly involves even a 
broader sector of the Israeli public. The vio- 
lence can be seen on the streets, and casualties 
fill the hospitals. The stores are closed, towns 
look deserted, and people shut themselves up 
at home under voluntary curfew. 

The area has taken on some of the familiar 
characteristics of a war zone. Aside from the 
convoys of clearly marked “press” cars remi- 
niscent of Beirut and Nicaragua, there are 
ambulances speeding through the streets, and 
cars bearing makeshift Red Crescent signs -- 
indications that there is a doctor behind the 
wheel. The doctors and medical teams move 
among the villages and towns, treating victims 
who for lack of space or. fear of arrest have not 
reached the hospitals. 

The injured can be seen in many homes: 
young and older men and even children with 
bruises and fractures, women with black and 
blue marks and bandaged arms -- victims of 
beatings, rubber bullets, tear-gas inhalation 
and sometimes gunfire. 

In the villages and refugee camps, a visitor 
has to run a gauntlet of both the army's road- 
blocks and ID checks, as well as the barri- 
cades of boulders and interrogation by suspi- 
cious Palestinian youths who demand press 
identification before waving cars through. 
They are worried about the arrival of settlers, 
or of plaincjothes security men, who they say 
sometimes enter disguised as foreign 
journalists. 

The Palestinian-Israeli war is being fought 
in the territories with the greatest intensity in 
20 years. The primitively equipped rioters, 


now fighting troops at night as well as in the 


day, are armed with petrol bombs, rocks and 
slingshots, and fortify their villages with row 
upon row of boulder barricades. The IDF,

cated, chasing youths through the hills with 
helicopters, dropping tear-gas from the air, 
and carrying out airbome reconnaissance mis- 
sions to spot burning tires. 

There is gratuitous brutality here. It could 
be seén this week in the tell-tale blood marks 
on a soldier's baton, and in a makeshift club 
broken during use, made out of a converted 
shovel handle engraved with a soidier’s name. 
It could also be seen in Halhout last week, 
where soldiers dropped from a helicopter after

with rocks, smashing windows and sending 
women screaming into the hills. The youth 
was taken down to a bus which moved away, 
but two local cars drove up later carrying 
youths with battered faces. The drivers said 
they had picked up the teenagers from the side 
of the road, after they had been dumped from 
the bus.-One of the youth was trembling and 
barely conscious. 


THERE ARE pathetic, heart-rending scenes. 
Parents, stricken with fear that their sons un- 
der arrest will be beaten to a pulp, sob and 
plead with soldiers to release the youths. 
Women in refugee ‘camps stand in homes 
reeking with tear-gas, and tell how their small 
‘children were hospitalized as a result of inha- 
lation of fumes. 

The soldiers’ violence often seems like 
pointless thuggery. Smashed car and house 
windows can be seen in some villages and 
towns. A soldier in the al-Amari camp, as his

to clear roadblocks, juggled a tear-gas gre- 
nade near a doorway and asked his command- 
er casually, “Can [?” but -was mercifully 
tumed down. ᾿ 

Another day in the camp. Two soldiers 
argued in the pouring rain with screaming 
women who, wrapped in blankets and kneel- 
ing in the downpour, pleaded for the return of 
their sons who had been arrested. The sol- 
diers, who were about to board a bus to leave 
the camp, pushed the women back and told 
them to go home. When they got sick of the 
confrontation they climbed aboard the vehi- 
cle. But before it moved away, a window 
opened, and a tear-gas grenade was dropped 
near the drenched women. 

There are also moments of irony. At Beit 
Omar this week, hours after soldiers had shot 
and killed three villagers diiring a riot, they 
stood by quietly and watched as the villagers 
buried two of their dead. Groups of men had 
arrived at the graveyard in the backs of pickup 
trucks, carrying the bodies on stretchers. 
showing little emotion in front of the troops, 
except for occasional cries of “Allahu Akbar” 
for the benefit of the television cameras. 

In the midst of all this, a soldier and villager 
actually began to talk to each other. It was the 
villager who engaged the soldier, told him in 


Hebrew that the army was mistreating the . 


ulation, and that Israel was denying the 
Palestinians freedom and independence. 
“This is a democracy and everyone can say 
what he wants,” replied the soldier, “but 
stone-throwing is no way to do it. And whoev- 
er throws stones will be treated accordingly.” 

Incredibly, among the flying rocks and bul- 
lets, some form of conversation is still possi- 
ble. At the Dehaishe camp this week, women

had been detained, stood behind the out- 
stretched baton of a reservist, and talked to 
him while he stared back, his face set in an 
emotionless e¢: ion. “How can you do 
these things?” asked a woman. “Isn't it a pity, 
taking people out of their homes, beating 
them, and dumping them like that in the hills. 
You're a Jew and I'm an Arab. Don't I de- 
serve to live like you? ” ς é 

- A badly bruised father of four in Halhoul, 
who this week recounted a harrowing tail of 
beating and brutality, still felt it possible to 
appeal to Israelis at the end of his monologue: 
“] just want to say to them: we are not dogs, 
we are people with dignity. The soldiers 
should just hear us out, listen to us. When 
they beat people, they only breed hatred. We 
have to live here together; instead, they're 
creating 2 wall of hostility.” 


WITNESSING AND listening to all this are 
the journalists, who over the weeks have in- 
creasingly become the darlings of the Palestin- 
ians, and the bane of the soldiers. The Pales- 
tinians in the West Bank usually accord a 
warm welcome to journalists, even if they are 
Israelis. Perceived as virtually the only means 
to combat a great injustice, reporters are ush- 
ered into homes, urged to take pictures and 
write and tell Israelis and the world what the 
soldiers are doing. As a rule, the soldiers don’t 


like the journalists. Young recruits don’t want ἡ 


Teporters snooping around ugly scenes, and 
feel that the Israeli press has abandoned and 
smeared them while they are carrying out a 
difficult and unpleasant job. The reservists, 
bitter at having their service extended to do 
police work and anxious to get out alive, vent 
their frustrations on reporters, who, they be- 
lieve, only stir up more demonstrations and 
riots by their presence. Their responses range 
from curses and verbal abuse to achual pushing 
and threats. 

The one question no one knows the answer 
to is how and when this new level of confron- 
tation will end. Palestinians say they don’t 
know. Defence Minister Rabin, touring the 
West Bank this week, wearily told reporters 
that the measures taken by the army seemed 
to be working.

Suburbia on 
‘the frontier’

IN ANOTHER PLACE they would 
be “yuppies” -- young, upwardly 
mobile professionals whose money- 
making prowess has made them a 
legend in the flesh pots of the West. 
In Efrat they sit atop. a windswept. 
mountainside Naif ‘way between Je- 
rusalemn and Hebron, puzzling over 
the bloody events of the past two 
months. 

The people of Efrat -- designed to 
be the biggest Jewish settlement in 
the territories — are fiercely proud of 
their home. They point to its ever 
expanding population ("You have 
to wait for more than a year for an 
apartment. Everything’s sold 
out.”). They revel in the magnifi- 
cent view across the entire Etzion 
Bloc. And they boast of a caring, 
integrated community enjoying a 
fine standard of living. 

It is only the presence of large 
numbers of uniformed reservists 
and the engine roar from army vehi- 
cles that disturbs the dreamy calm of 
the place, that serves to remind the 
residents of the anger many people 
fee! at their very presence in the 
West Bank. 

The people in Efrat are not ste- 
reotyped settlers. They do not con- 
form to the image of the deeply 
religious zealot with a bible in one 
hand and a rifle in the other. For a 
start nearly half of them are English- 
speaking, with 300 families having 
followed in the footsteps of their 
rabbi, Shlomo Riskin from Manhat- 
tan’s Lincoln Square Synagogue. 

Most, but not all, are modern Or- 
thodox. They work mainly in the 
professions and politically the ma- 
jority can best be described as liber- 
al. They have been known, for in- 
stance, to distribute doughnuts to 
Mapam members who arrived to 
demonstrate against the money be- 
ing spent on the settlements. And to

Atzmon believes that what the 
people of Efrat need most is “‘stick- 
ing power.” In such difficult times, 
he said, it was inevitable that hard 
questions would be asked. “We 
have to be sure in our own minds 
that we are living in a place that is 
part of Israel, not something that 
can be given up. I believe that most 
of us do think that way. And if the 
rest of Israel thought the way Efrat 
does then we would be in a much 
better situation.” 

Ex-New Yorker Mordechai 
Goodman, a businessman who fol- 
lowed Rabbi Riskin to Efrat and is 
to open a pizza parlour there, was 


colleagues banged on doors looking for men 


horrified at the thought of taking a 
firearm with him when he travels. “I 
have never done such a thing and I 
never will,” he said. A man wearing 
a kippa passed by carrying an Uzi 
submachine gun. He was the school 
guard, said Goodman, the only set- 
tler to be seen with a firearm. 

Until the uprising, he continued, 
the settlers and the local Palestin- 
ians had got on well. And in most 
cases they still do. 

“I had two Arab workers helping 
to build my house and they lived ina 
refugee camp near Hebron. We be- 
came friendly and I would take them 
home in the evening. On the last day 
they told me they wouldn't accept 
my money unless I came into the 
camp and had a meal with them. I 
was shaking in my boots as I drove 
in but it was fine. 

“There is a great feeling of love 
between us now and this spot of 
trouble won't change it. We are a 
proud people and so are they. We 
Just have to learn to live together.” 

Goodman said that the troubles 
were the main topic of conversation 
among the settlers but they: were 
happy to leave problems of security 
to the army and get on with their 
normal lives. “In a few years’ time

Zeller, a widower with three 
young children, cancelled his class in 
Ofra. “In my position I can’t take 
that kind of risk,” he said. He 
Stressed that he had not come to 
Efrat for political reasons. He 
hoped the violence in the territories 
would force politicians on both sides 
to find a path to peace. 

“Does it surprise you to hear that 
from someone living here?" Zeller 
asked. “It shouldn't. I'm not a 
Kachnik, or an anythingnik. There 
are a wide variety of views in Efrat. 
It is not at all a radical community. 
‘There are plenty of arguments and I 
wouldn't feel comfortable in a radi- 
cal community.” 7 


AS CHILDREN poured out of the 
settlement’s large elementary 
school, lab technician and mother of 
four youngsters Marion Werner 
watched them and said: “I suppose 
that is why everyone here wants a 
solution. so that the children can

MURDER seems to be endemic to 
these parts. ᾿ 

Back in the spring of 1936, three 
years of “disturbances” began with 
the killing of a group of people who 
chanced to be near Jaffa port that 
sunny morning around noon. There 
was a sudden scuffle around the 
town clock, opposite the columned 
Seraya where the District Court sat. 
This reporter was on his way to the 
port on his regular beat, but some- 
body insisted emphatically that he 
turn back to Bostros Street and take 
the bus to Tel Aviv. . 

Nine Jews were killed and about 
60 injured on this first day of unrest. 
The number of the dead rase το 16 
when, the following day, Arab 
gangs staged an assault on the poor 
men's Yemenite quarter adjacent to 
Manshiya. 

The Jaffa outburst was totally un- 
provoked. But murder was in the 
air. A few days earlier, Arab brig- 
ands had stopped vehicles on the 
road near the Nur Shams prison

Yisrael Hazan, a recent’ arrival 
from Salonika, was buried the next 
day with great honours in the old 
cemetery of Tel Aviv.

There were no Arab victims as a 
result of Jewish actions in the first 
few days of the disturbances. Those 
Arabs who met their deaths were 
rioters who defied British police of- 
ficers urging dispersal, according to 
Yehuda Slutzki, chronicler of the 
events, in the account he published 
in Sefer Toldot HaHagana some 25 
years ago. (Most of the facts men- 
tioned here are culled from Slutzki’s 
masterful study.) 

Hazan’s funeral was held on Fri- 
day, April 17. The following Sun- 
day, Jaffa awoke tense and trou- 
bled. Rumours circulated that three 
workers from Huran and an Arab 
woman had been killed in Tel Aviv.

But theatre performances went 
on, political debates raged. the Pal- 
estine Philharmonic travelled to Je- 
tusalem in armoured vehicles. 
There were even Purim festivities, 
of sorts. One felt one had to keep 
life going as normally as could be 
allowed. 


THOUGH THE disturbances were 
widespread, one could not easily 
discern a central guiding hand be- 
hind them. Attacks were led locally 
by the sheikhs in each area. The 
politicians, mainly living in towns. 
were divided among themselves. 
The Istiklali, for instance, regarded 
themséives as regional fighters for 
the “Great Arab Nation™ they as- 
pired to form. Many were ready to 
come to terms with the Jews. espe- 
cially after the first phase of the 
unrest ended in near economic ca- 
tastrophe, and after the recommen- 
dation, by the Peel Commission. 
that Jewish and Arab “states" be 
created under an international um- 
brella, ostensibly British. 

There was no lack of attempts to 
find a peaceful solution to the 
events. Top Jewish officials in Pales- 
tine administration tentatively ap- 

hed their Arab colleagues to 

ear their reactions, wrote Slutzki in 
his report. Jewish Agency function- 
aries, he noted at the time, met key 
men in Arab organ alia ol 
a,{cularly in Syria: “The Syrians be- 
“tle ed that the Je : fad pull with 
” ‘the Blum government in France and 


promised to bridle the extremists in 
Palestine if the Jews helped Syria to 
gain independence.” 


Five prominent Jews ~ Frumkin, 
Magnes, Rutenberg. Smilansky and 
Novomeysky - came up with a com- 
promise which would allow 300,000 
Jews to immigrate over a 10-year 
period, which would make them 40 
per cent of the total population. 

However slim were the chances of 
any compromise to be accepted by 
responsible leaders on either side, 
the move was radically thwarted by 
Haj Amin al-Husseini, the mufti of 
Jerusalem. His course was to make 
Palestine into an Arab country -- and 
to hell with the Jews! Husseini was a 
sharp-tongued speaker who easily 
coaxed his fold into action, includ- 
ing murder. Moreover, he had 
enough of a following among the 
young radicals to make problems for 
any prominent Arab who voiced he- 
retical thoughts of compromise. Haj 
Amin was dismissed from his post 
by the authorities after Louis An- 
drews, the district commissioner of 
the Galilee, was murdered in Naza- 
reth while walking to church. 


Hundreds of instigators were de- 
tained and five of the most promi- 
nent ones were expelled to the Sey- 
chelles Islands. The mufti took 
refuge at the Temple Mount, but 
managed to escape — with the help 
of a British police officer, according 
to? Haviv Canaan:, a policeman- 
turmed-journalist. The mufti contin- 
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ued abetting murder from his tem- 
porary abode in Syria. 

The Jewish reaction was mixed. 
The heads of the “Organized Yi- 
shuv" requested restraint. David 
Ben-Gurion, among others, argued 
that the issue was political and 
sbould be dealt with in London. 
Lawlessness on the part of the Jews 
would be viewed with distaste in 
policy-making circles around the 
world, but the natural inclination 
was to retaliate in kind, in the man- 
ner of the land. 


This approach was advocated 
principally by the Revionists in Pal- 
estine. Jabotinsky, the head of the 
New Zionist Organization, was em- 
phatically against it. But it was diffi- 
cult to restrain even devoted Ha- 
gana members, the provocation of 
absurd murder of innocent people 
was so great. Even the level- led 
Zalman Abaronovich (‘‘Aranne,” 
when he became a cabinet minister) 
was recorded as approving of the 
bombing of two cafes in which the 
Jerusalem shabab used to gather to 
celebrate successful terror acts 
against the Jews. ᾿ 


A reconciliation between the Ha- 
and the Revisionist-supported 
Etzel {IZL), attempted at the begin- 
ning of the period, fell apart in the 
wake of mounting Arab attacks.

ments Police came into being. Its 
members were mostly Hagana men, 
and they did yeoman service in de- 
fence of Jewish villages.

The disturbances abated quite 
suddenly, as they had started, when 
British troops mounted a vigorous 
attack on the gangs.

Haj Mo- 
hammed was later killed by the 
troops when he attempted to escape 
from the village in which he took 
refuge.

Austria alone must

VIENNA - Austrian President Kurt 
Waldheim’s intemational image has 
been damaged beyond repair, fol- 
jowing the findings of a report on his 
wartime activities, according to Si- 
mon Wiesenthal, director of the 
Austrian Documentation Center for 
the Victims of the Holocaust. The 
matter, Wiesenthal continues, has 
turned into an Austrian domestic 
issue and that country must resolve 
it alone. without hindrance from the 
rest of the world. ᾿ 

An intermational committee of

“Forty years of experience taught 
me to be very careful about undocu- 
mented allegations. I knew a lot 
about the atrocities committed by 
the Germans, the Serbs, the Cro- 
atians and the Italians on this front. 
That's why I called for a historical 
angle to the investigation of the 
Waldheim affair.” 

At the same time, many people 
seem to have forgotten that it was 
Wiesenthal who first pointed out 
Waldheim’s Yugoslav connection. 
Soon after the issue came to light he 
asked the Yugoslav prime minister 
at a press conference about the 
whereabouts of documents pertain- 
ing to Waldheim’s wartime service 
in her country. 7 

“I said early on that Waldheim 
had been one of the best-informed 
officers, that reports of atrocities 
and orders to commit them passed 
his desk. He knew of them and, 
moreover, was rather close to them. 
At that time, he could not do much, 
because he neither had the courage

τ really matters, however, is 
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his behaviour after the war,” Wie- 
senthal explains. ‘‘He became ineli- 
gible for any responsible position 
because it was apparent be had 
problems handling the truth: he al- 
tered his personal history, conceal- 
ing periods which seemed unpleas- 
ant to him. He had been trained as a 
jawyer and witnessed gross injus- 
tices; he did not react to them ap- 
ropriately.” 

ἡ Furthermore, the president erred 
when he defended a whole genera- 
tion of Austrian war veterans by 
Stating that’ they “had only done 
their duty.” This is simply not true, 
says Wiesenthal -- most Austrians 
felt they were pushed into that war 
and were forced to fulfill that duty.” 

On Monday night, Wiesenthal 
called on the president to resign.

Kurt Waldheim may today still 
claim ignorance of the atrocities car- 
ried out around him in 1942 but 
anyone who visits the Yugoslavian 
village of Jasenovac might be forgiv- 
en a degree of scepticism. according 
to the London Times’s Robert Fisk. 

Reporting from Yugoslavia this 
week, Fisk says that although Jasen- 
ovac is not a name that comes to 
mind in the history of Nazi crime — 
not in the West, at least -- the indi- 

᾿ vidual acts of savagery at the camp 
might surpass Auschwitz. 

Behind its barbed wire, alongside 
the graceful confluence of the Una 
and Sava rivers, Yugoslav women 
and children were knifed to death in 
their thousands during World War 
Π. men were beheaded with saws 
and axes or thrown into the water 
with concrete tied to their waists. 
Girls were raped and mutilated by 
Croatian Ustasha militias. Altozeth- 
er 700,000 le were murdered 
there, 70,000 of them Jews. 

There are photographs to prove it 
all happened, Fisk continues, only 
35 kilometres down the innocent 
winding road that led to the little 
village where Waldheim, who has 
consistently maintained his igno- 
tance of such things. was compiling 
his intelligence reports for German 
Amny Group E in the summer of 
1942. 


“Anyone who worked or lived 
here during the war must have had 
at least some knowledge of what was 
happening in the area. The local 
Yugoslav partisan veterans’ com- 
mittee say that 2,000 ea were shot 
by firing squad in tajnice, the 
very village in which Waldheim 
worked in 1942. 

“Along the lanes that ghastly 
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summer, men were hanged by the 
Ustashis on roadside wooden gal- 
lows; there are photographs of them 
at Jasenovac now, 12 corpses to a 
gallows. How could one trave] the 
toads beneath the Kozara moun- 
tains in 1942 without noticing such 
barbarities?” asks Fisk. 

Archive testaments of eye-witness 
survivors talk consistently of batch- 
es of women and children — mostly 
Serbian but including Jews and gyp- 
sies — massacred by trained Ustasha 
squads who slaughtered them with 
mallets and knives in 1941 and 1942. 
Eight thousand of the dead were 
children; photographs too terrible 
to describe showed dozens of babies 
shot by the Ustashis, who came un- 
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der the direct command of German 
Amny Group E. 

Mrs. Mira Zec, the official cura- 
tor at Jasenovac, scoffs at the sug- 
gestion that Waldheim did not know 
the business upon which his army 
and their allies were engaged, the 
Times reports. “It's a pity that it 
took so long to get this discussed,” 
she says. “what was going on here 
was definitely known in the area, It 
was certainly known in Kostajnice. 
The camp was run by Ustashis. but 
there were constant contacts with 
the Germans.“ 

Many of the camp inmates were 
sent there through a transit station 
at Kostajnice itself -- photographs 
exist here of hundreds of civilians

lining up behind barbed wire in the 
village awaiting transport to Jaseno- 
vac. The German headquarters, 
where Waldheim sometimes 
worked, was in the hotel and the 
local school which still stands on the 
village's main street beside the river 
bridge. τ 

The railway line which carried de- 
portees from Kozara — not for hu- 
manitarian “resettlement” as Wald- 
heim claims he believed -- ends 
today as it did then, between the 
camp and the Una river, into which 
thousands of the dead were routine- 
ly thrown. The partisan war against 
the Germans in the Kozara moun- 
tains in 1942 reaped a shocking price 
at Jasenovac.

SPYMASTERS and spycatchers 
prey on the same human ess 
es. It is the central and essential 
paradox of their professions. Greed, 
ego and ambition, grudges and re- 
sentments — these are the dubious 
qualities that a recruiter seeks in the 
people he persuades to betray their 
countries. Often, it is behaviour 
based on precisely tlie same traits 
which eventually betrays the traitor. 
Recruiters and handiers know this 
but rarely do they have a choice. 
Few men have ever fulfilled both 
roles — using their canny sense of 
the human material to recruit spies 
and catch them at the same time. 
Isser Harel, the diminutive man 
whom Ben-Gurion termed a “secu- 
rity genius,” was just that. As 
founder and first commander of 15- 
rael's fledgling foreign intelligence 
and domestic security services, the 
Mossad and the Shin Bet, his stamp 
of human understanding, some in- 
siders say, is still felt in both ser- 
vices. Others point to the recent fail- 
ings of the General Security Service 


WASHINGTON - Republican Sen- 
ator Robert Dole of Kansas and 
Democratic Representative Richard 
Gephardt of Missouri, the winners 
of Iowa's presidential caucuses, 
both maintain that they are strong 
supporters of Israel. 

But Dole, on occasion, has irritat- 
ed pro-Israel circles by voting in fa- 
vour of controversial U.S. arms 
sales to Saudi Arabia and by criticiz- 
ing certain Israeli policies. He was 
unusually blunt in challenging some 
Israeli assumptions during an ad- 
dress in 1983 before -- of all audi- 
ences — the American Israel Public 
Affairs Committee in Washington, 
the pro-Israel lobbying 
organization. 

Gephardt's voting record in sup- 
port of Israel is good, although like 
so many of the 13 Democratic and 
Republican presidential hopefuls, 
he does not necessarily have that 
same visceral attachment to Israel 
of, say, a Ronald Reagan, a Hubert 
Humphrey or a Henry Jackson. 

+ Still, American Jewish political 
activists have noted that on paper, 
all the candidates -- with perhaps the 
exception of Jesse Jackson - have

The Shuthan Aruch (Yoreh De'ah 336:1) states: 

‘And if he refrains from healing it is as se he 
had shed blood. Even if other treatment is avail- 
able, the patient may not necessarily be curable by 
anyone else.” 

These obligations raise the problem whether 
doctors are entitled to abandon the hospitals and 
clinics because of wage demands. 

Furthermore. are the instructions of the strike 
Committee legitimate from an ethical or religious 
standpoint? Or are they contrary to the Hippocrat- 
ic oath and pikuah nefesh — the commandment to 
Save endangered life which is founded on the ad- 
monition, “Neither shall thou stand idly by the 
blood of thy neighbour,” (Lev.19:16)? 

From this admonition we also learn that anyone 
seeing his fellow drowning or being savaged by a 
wild animal or set upon by robbers, is obliged to 
come to his aid. 

} This is the law with respect to a doctor confront- 
ed with a sick person; if he withholds aid he is, 


according to the Shuihan Aruch definition, guilty 
of bloodshed... 

From this it may be concluded that the doctors’ 
strike falls within the framework of capital of- 
fences, because in conditions of a general strike of 
doctors, even if only government hospitals are af~ 
fected, the strike poses grave consequences for the 
patients’ lives. ἢ 

Who is responsible, for the patients in govern- 
ment hospitals? Is it the doctors as individuals or as 
an organized group? Maybe it is the governaent, 
which has the power to rectify the situation, where- 
‘as the doctors are merely state employees with no 
contractual obligations to the patients. 


THE STRIKE OF the maintenance workers and 
hospital staff is not on the same plane halachically 
as the doctors" strike, since they are not bound by 
the Hippocratic oath, nor by the biblical admoni- 
tion, “and shall cause him to be thoroughly 
healed.” 

Even so, their strike is also a violation of the 
biblical commandment, “Neither shall thou stand 
idly by the blood of thy neighbour,” for their work 
with patients also involves pikuah nefesh. 

Similarly, they are commanded to restore a per- 
son's health, as we see in Sanhedrin 73a, which asks 
whence derives the obligation to save a person 
from danger. The answer is to be found in 
Deut. 22:2, “and thou shaft restore it to him.” ἴῃ. 
other words, the obligation to restore health 1s 
extrapolated from the duty of restoring lost proper- 
ty to its owner. 


IS THE STATE entitled to compel the doctors to 
go back to work, and if it does so and they refuse, 
can the state divest itself of its own responsibility 
for the health of its citizens? + 

The guiding halachic principle here is freedom of 
the individual — no person is under the dominion of 
his employer, as we see from Leviticus (25:55), 
“for unto Me the children of Israel are servants.” 
Hence the Halacha lays down that a labourer may 
leave a task even halfway through, as it says in the 
Shulhan Aruch, (Hoshen Mishpat 333:3), “A la- 
bourer may quit work halfway through, even if he 
has received his wages in advance and cannot re- 
tum them to his employer. He will thea simply owe 
the money to his employer.” The great posek (au- 
thor of halachic decisions) Rabbenu Shabtai Haco- 
hen, author of Shaftei Cohen supports this position,

The duty to 
the patient 


quoting Leviticus 25:43 ‘*Thou shalt not rule over 
bim with rigour.” 

But even the freedom of the individual is subject 
to certain constraints, In the section of the Shulhan 
Anuch just quoted, HaRi, the 13th century tosafist 
Rabbenn Yitzhak, says that labourers are only 
entitled to refuse to complete a task if it is the task 
itself that raises their objections, but not if they 
want higher wages. 

This view would seem to undermine any halachic 
basis for the strikes, since virtually all are aimed at 


.better conditions and higher wages. However, the 


Ri’s comment is not mentioned in the Shulhan 
Aruch nor in the Rambam’s (Maimonides's) Hil- 
chit S’chirut. So the strikers could claim that they 
are acting on the Rambam's view and not on that of 
the Ri. 

‘We must distinguish between a strike that breaks 
out during the period covered by a wages agree- 
ment, where all we have said about a worker 
quitting his task applies, and a strike that breaks 
out when a wage agreement is due to be renewed. 
In this case, it is clear that no workers can be forced 
to return to work for poor wages, especially com- 
pared to workers at similar institutions. 

It is clear that they have the right to refuse to 
work for wages on which they cannot support their 
families. No employer, whether the state or a pri- 
vate employer, may say to an employee, “Work for 
me and I shall not provide for you.” 

As we see in Baba Kama (87b), ἃ master cannot 
even say this to a Hebrew slave because of the verse 
in Deuteronomy 15:16, “because he fareth well 
with thee.” As the Rambam rules in Hilchot Ava- 
dim , the master must raise the slaves’ standard of 
living to one comparabie to his own, “ so that it will 
not occur that he eats fine bread and they eat 
coarse, he drinks old wine and they drink new, he 
lives in the city and they in the country.” 

It is reasonable to say that the same should apply 
as regards bringing the standard of living of Jewish 
employees and their families up to the average. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM that comes up in all such 
situations is whether the employees have the right 
to prevent other workers breaking the strike by 
taking their place. Surely the workers should not be 
allowed to close down a hospital or geriatric institu- 
tion and leave the patients to fend for themselves. 
Even if the state has failed the workers, should the 
patients bear the consequences? 


If a strike breaks our during the term of a wage 
agreement, but when workers in another sector 
have won a rise, the strikers can still claim that their 
wages have been eroded because of a rise in the 
cost of living. 

The government certainly does not have the right 
to withhold wage increases with the plea of pikuah 
nefesh of the patients in.the hospitals. It is an 
accepted Halacha that artisans may make their own 
work arrangements between themselves, and im- 
pose sanctions against workers who violate these 
arrangements (Shulhan Aruch, Hoshen Mishpat 
ΠΣ. The Rambam also rules thus (Hilchot Me- 

ira 10}. 


WE MUST NOW retum to the question of the 
extent of responsibility of the doctors and hospital 
workers for the patients’ welfare, as well as wheth- 
er the government may relegate its own responsi- 
hard to them as the implementers of state heaJth 
policy. 

The responsibility for the individual wage-earn- 
er’s welfare rests with the highest authority in the 
workplace. At the national level the central gov- 
ernment would be that authority; at the municipal 
level, it would be the mayor. This can be deduced 
from the mishna (Sota 89) of the beheaded heifer 
used to atone for a murder whose perpetrator is 
unknown, in which we see that ultimate responsi- 
bility for expiating the unsolved crime rests with 
the city elders, 

Therefore, the direct responsibility for the lives 
and welfare of the population lies with the govern- 
ment and not with the functionaries charged with 
carrying out government policy. 

Additional support can be found for this view in 
Yoreh De'ah 336 that the commandment “and 
shall cause him to be thoroughly healed” is univer- 
sally binding and hence cannot be imposed on any 
single individual. Therefore, if a doctor demands a 
Jarge sum for treatment. he cannot be forced to 
treat the patient for less, even though the duty to 
heal is a general one. 3 

The Jerusalem Talmud (Sota 7:4) mentions the 
text, “Cursed be he that confirmeth not the words 
of this law,” and asks; Is it possible that the Tora 
should falter? 

Rabbi Shimon Ben-Halafta responds: “The 
king’s house and the president's house have the 
power to confirm the Tora and they permit it to 
falter they are answerable.” It follows, therefore, 
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that the responsibility for well-regulated communi- 
ty life rests with the highest authorities, which may 
neither evade them nor put them on other peoples’ 
shoulders. 

Other examples from the sources could be multi- 
plied, especially the case of the failure to set aside 
cities of refuge mentioned in Deuteronomy 19. If 
such failure results in the shedding of innocent 
blood, the authorities must bear the blame. 

We reiterate: although the Shulhan Aruch says 
that a doctor who withhoids weatment from ἃ 
patient can be considered guilty of bloodshed, at 
the state or collective level it is the state which is 
charged with this responsibility and not the doctors 
nor the hospital workers. 


IT IS TRUE that from the standpoint of individual 
ethics and the commandments which are incum- 
bent upon all, the doctors cannot be freed from 
responsibility for pikuah nefesh. 

It is commanded, as we have seen. that anvone 
who has it-in his power (o save someone whose 
person or property is in danger is obliged to do so. 
To this can be added the Rambam's admonition in 
Hilchot harotzeah ye'shmirat nefesh. “Whoever 
loses one soul of Israel it is as though he had lost an 
entire world. And whoever saves one soul of Israel, 
it is as though be had saved a whole world.” 

No doctor can absolve himself from the duty to 
observe this commandment, and individual respon- 
sibility for giving aid and succour to the helpless 
also rests on the hospital workers, even if the 
ultimaté responsibility rests with the government. 

The Hippocratic oath, though it is permitted. as 
we see in the tractate Nedarim (8a). adds nothing 
to the biblical injunction binding on us all to pre- 
serve life, 

The Rambam nules in Hilchot Shvuot 3 A per- 
son may take upon himself a vow to perform a 
commandment in order to strengthen his resolve to 
perform it, even though he was commanded to do 
so at Mount Sinai, as it is written:‘I have swormm and 
confirmed it to observe thy righteous ordinances’ 
(Psalms 119:106)." ᾿ ν᾿ 

The Hippocratic oath falls into this category. It is 
permissible for physicians to make such a vow in 
order to strengthen their resolve to save life. 

Although life is the supreme value in the Tora 
which supersedes all others, the oath bas nothing to 
add to the stringency of the Divine command, 
“And shall cause him to be thoroughly healed.”

The Present 


THE RECENT Palestinian revolt in 
Gaza and the West Bank, together 
with the need for young Israeli sol- 
diers to use brutal force to quell the 
riots, has made Israelis more aware 
than ever before that Palestinians 
possess a national consciousness. 
Our future security and moral well- 
being as a nation will be in jeopardy 
if we are indifferent to their desire 
for seif-determination. 

There are two options. Either we 
recognize their fundamental human 
desire and seek to accommodate it, 
while at the same time building safe- 
guards so as not to weaken our own 
national security. Or we create a 
society that rules with force and in- 
timidation over a million.and a half 
vehemently-resentful people. 

Even if it could be argued that this 
form of rule is militarily and politi- 
cally feasible, it would inevitably un- 
dermine the moral and religious sig- 
nificance of our national 
renaissance. During 2.000 years of 
wandering and waiting, we never 
imagined a Jewish nation that would 
find itself obliged to suppress and 
humiliate an entire people. Palestin- 
ians as homeless victims will make 
us constantly feel like strangers in 
our own home. 


Fey people, we become alienated 
from everything normally identified 
as Jewish behaviour. We will not 
heal our = rage ean M fecal 
through military con o 
Palestinians, but only through deal- 
ing constructively with their will for 
self-determmination. 

At the same dime, we must em- 


phasize to them and to the worid 
that their national existence shall 
not in any way i ghey our secu- 
tity. One way to do this is to insist 
on total demilitarization of any Pal- 
estinian national entity. No military 
offensive equipment must exist on 
this side of the Jordan. 

In stating this, we demonstrate 
that we do not seek to subjugate a 
peopie, but that we have a a healthy 
awareness that the Messiah has not 
come. 

We must not confuse security 
needs with questions of political 
contro] or grandiose visions of Jew- 
ish historical destiny. We must insist 
on very clear safeguards for our na- 
tional security. Thereby we manifest 
our clear will to live in peace with 
our neighbours, but also our sure 
knowledge that only a secure and 
strong Israel will enable the devel- 
opment of good-will and under- 
standing between the different na- 
tions in the Middle East. 


Into the Future 


THE CONFRONTATION with 
Palestinian nationalism has Ῥροσαιο 
the urgent issue facing the Jewish 
state and world Jewry. The future 
identity of both national communi- 
ties bangs on their finding the wis- 
dom and goodwill to resolve this 
ic condition. 

The conflict has deep roots within 
our respective religious traditions. 
In contrast to the United States of 
America, whose founders con- 


eventual triumph. Each sought to 
prove that it had the exclusive keys 
to God’s kingdom, either through 
political subjugation of other reli- 
gious communities or through prov- 
ing the falsity of the others’ scrip- 
tures and religious idcigaleords 
Throughout history,victory, w! 
‘er pitta or inteflectual, confirmed 
who was God's elect. 

What we must now leam from 
history is that in the battle to dem- 
onstrate exclusive favour in the eyes 
of God, no single community was 
victorious. The Crusades to liberate 
Jerusalem from the “infidels” 
failed, leaving, bitter memories of 
suffering in all communities. ὁ. 

Jews were the most frequent vic- 
tims of the belief that one communi- 
ty, and only one, is God's elect. 

” Israel's suffering and exile were in- 
terpreted as confirming that God 
had rejected them and their way of 
life. The roots of the 20th century 
slaughter of European Jewry can be 
traced to that deep historical delegi- 
timization of Jews implied by an ex- 
clusivist, triumphalist view of God. 


In the ‘State of Israel, we find 
ciuggle with reipious commusies 
wil igious communities 
who share the biblical perception of 
history. We must all find a way to 
free ourselves from habits of 
thought which have brought so 
much suffering to all alike. 


The catastrophies of the past must 
teach us that no sacred text, histori- 
cal memory or tradition should be 
given greater weight than the sa- 
credness of human life. What Jews, 
Christians and Moslems need to 
Jearn afresh is that God's creation of 
all buman beings in His image must 
have central importance in the inter- 
pretation of our religious traditions. 

Within Judaism, giving primacy 
to the prevention of human suffer- 
ing is implicit in the halachic ruling 
that saving human life takes prece- 
dence over Sabbath observance. 


The Sabbath law is central to Ju- 
daism. Desecrating the Sabbath is 
considered equivalent to embracing 
idolatry. Our covenantal identity 
and entire belief system are irrevo- 


cably tied to observance of the Sab- |° 


bath. Nonetheless, rabbinic teach- 
ing ruled that when danger to 
human life comes into conflict with 
the observance of the Sabbath, the 
Sabbath must be put aside. 
Orthodox halachic jurists have 
ruled that this principle applies to all 
human life, i ive of race or 
creed. Maimonides treats the sa- 
credness of human life as a guiding 
principle for understanding the 
whole Tora. ν᾽ 


The commandment of the Sab- 
bath, like all other commandmenis, 
may be set aside if human life is in 

.. Furthermore, it is forbid- 
den to delay such violation of the 
Sabbath for the sake of a person who 
is dangerously ill, for Scripture 
sayys, “Which if a man do, he shall 
live by thern™ (Lev. 18:5), that is to 


If, as Maimonides insists, . the 
whole aim of the Tora is to bring 
about “mercy, loving-kindness and 


peace,” then holiness, be it of the 1 
Sabbath, fand or temple, must sub-. | 


mit in situations of conflict to the 
sacredness of human life. 

The holiness of the Land of israel 
does not hinge on whether we 
of “the occupied territories,” “‘Ju- 
dea and Samaria” or “the West 


” Bank.” If we are seriously con- 


cerned over the holiness of Israel! 
and with God's dwelling in the land, 
then it is imperative thar we ask 
what will happen to the moral char- 
acter of the nation, what will be- 
come of our Judaic heritage. if we 
dispossess, or subjugate a vast 
population? 

How can we observe the Sabbath, 
whereby Jews bear witness to God 
as Creator of the universe, yet at the 


same time forget that Palestinians 
are human beings created in the im- 
age of God? How can we educate 


our children to imitate God's love . 


for all His creatures, and yet deny 
political freedom and national digni- 
ty to an entire people? 

The Bible does not begin with the 
history of Abraham or with the lib- 
eration struggle of Israel from 
Egypt, but with the story of God as 
Creator of all life. 

What creation signifies for the un- 
derstanding of our particular identi- 
ty can be seen in the three benedic- 
tions recited at the Grace after 
Meals. 

The first benediction addresses 
God as the Creator and Sustainer of 
all life. In the second, the Jew 
thanks God for the Covenant, the 
Tora and the Land. The third ex- 
presses the yearning of the Jewish 
people for the rebuilding of Jerusa- 
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lem and the re-establishment of the 


kindgom of David. 


In arranging the benedictions in 
this order, the Halacha teaches us 
that only after we acknowledge our 
solidarity with all of humanity is it 
appropriate to give thanks for our 
particular spiritual identity. The re- 
newal of Jerusalem, the strengthen- 
ing of our commitment to Tora, 
must flow from our deep awareness 
that all human beings are sustained 
by God's gracious love. 


If we build our national life ignor- 
ing the moral demands that come 
from belief in creation, we signifi- 
cantly undermine our belief in the 
unity of the God of Creation with 
the covenantal Lord of History. This 
belief will best be manifested if both 
national communities can so flour- 
ish in this land that the celebration 
by each of its particularity does not 
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require the delegitimization of the 
presence of the other. 

If we allow the God of Creation to 
channel our particular religious tra- 
ditions, the future need not be bur- 
ied by the past. We must never be 
discouraged by the obstacles en- 
countered in our search for peace. 
The anger and bitterness of the past 
must not inhibit new thinking and 
bold initiatives. 


Our total commitment to resolve 
the tragic conflict with the Palestin- 
ians will be the finest expression of 
our loyalty to ἃ tradition which 
seeks to unify solidarity with all of 
humanity and gratitude for the gift 
of Judaic particularity.

There also was, and still is, some- 
thing called a Scholastic Aptitude 
Test for entrance to university. In 
other words, America makes 2 very 
rational distinction between getting 
out of high school, and getting into 
an institution of higher learning. . 

Not too many decades ago, a 
high-schooi diploma here in Israel 
was nearly the equivalent of a first 
year at university today. That was 
when by no means everybody fin- 
ished high school, and when the uni- 
versities were not weeping about the 
poor preparation of high-school 
graduates, and high schools were 
not weeping about poor elementary 
schools. Countries with homoge- 
neous populations have an easier 
time, and the charge of “functional 
illiteracy” is probably vot so often 
heard. 


After the students had put their 
case, we heard the response of the 
Ministry of Education spokesman. 
He said he would be pleased to meet 
with Mered, but added that students 
cannot replace the ministry and that 
the political affiliation of the group 
is, of course, a complication.

Israel should always be ready to 
enter negotiations which stand a

The first fact to note is that we 
were successful in keeping it rela- 
tively quiescent for those two de- 
cades, which means that for most of 
that time, we were doing some 
things right.

My former teacher, Prof. Shlomo 
Avineri, wrote a cogent article in 
these pages this week on “The Lim- 
its of Power.” But he exaggerates 
and oversimplifies. To take issue 
with just one of the analogies he 
brought: Had the British in 1945-47 
felt that it was a matter of life-and- 
death, they could have put down the 
Jewish insurrection in Palestine with 
their superior military force. In a 
situation in which they were on their 


knees at the end of a six- year war, 
they did not believe it wortb their 
while. 

Certainly there are limits to the 
use of naked force; Israel will not be 
able to continue to control the terri- 
tories through the mere use of bayo- 
nets — or lead or rubber bullets, 
batons or tear-gas. But the use of 
Israeli armed power and intelligence 
in its many senses is what has kept 
the Palestinians from stockpiling 
guns and explosives and using them. 
What we rieed is a more intelligent 
and flexible combination of power 
and policy in putting down the upris- 
ing as a pre-condition for seeking 
negotiations. 

It is because Israel faces a popular 
uprising rather than mere organized 
terrorism that it is so important to 
put down the rioting, hopefully, 
with a minimum of casualties and 
brutality. Only deeper popular Pal- 
estinian frustration over their inabi- 
lily to compel Israel to surrender to 
their resort to sheer force will even-

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Irony of history 
for Shamir 


THE NEW AMERICAN initiative for reviving the Middle Easter peace 
process is a positive step. Despite the election year, both in the U.S. and 
Israel, it seems that the situation in this region is important enough to 
occupy some of the policy-makers and high executives in Washington. A 
lame duck administration tends to clear the agenda, not to add new items. 

The fact that Secretary of State Shultz, together with some of his top 
aides, decided to press for the conclusion of at feast an interim agreement 
between Israel and Jordan before next January reflects, beyond an expres- 
sion of friendship towards the nations involved, a growing concern about 
future security and stability in this strategically important region. 

Permanent U.S. interests would be at stake in case of a renewal of 
hostilities as a result of the deep-freezing of the Arab-Israeli peace process. 
Soviet intrigues, for example, could lead, as in 1967, to another undesired 
war, this time denouncing the U.S. for its support of and aid to Israel in 
order to lead America's Arab allies to consider changing their orientation in 
the world straggle. 

Even if the freeze did not lead to such an extreme consequence, it would. 
still be dangerous, especially in the light of the current Palestinian distur- 
bances, which threaten regional stability. 

The American perception of the disturbances is, by its very nature, much 
broader than the Israeli, or that of any other single actor. As one of the two 
world superpowers, the U.S. is concerned with the effect any change in the 
situation might have on its position vis-a-vis the Soviet Union and their 
different interests. Hence, with re; also to recent Middle East develop- 
ments, Washington considers first, the global implications of the new 
situation; secondly, the regional distribution of power and its influence on 
US. interests; and only thirdly the local points of view of which Israel’s is 
only one of several. 


IT IS IN this light that one should analyze the new initiative. 

First of all, the purpose should be clearly defined. What does the U.S. 
want to achieve by taking it? 

It would seem that the top priority is to keep the pro-American Arab 
tulers, especially the monarchs of Jordan and Saudi-Arabia and the Egyp- 
tian regime in power and on the American side. That purpose would be 
served best if the U.S. were to be the only international instrument leading 
to Arab gains from a peace process with Israel. 

The second priority is to add Syria — and in some way the Palestinians as 
well ~ to the list of Amerjcan-influenced actors, thus weakening Soviet 
positions in the region.

There is hardly anything new in that approach. These were the main 
foreign policy targets in the Middle East during the Nixon, Ford and Carter 
administrations, and this was what President Reagan wanted to achieve by 
his 1982 plan. 

As American policy-makers see it, Israel is not abandoned in that plan, 
which reflects the “traditional” U.S. approach of territories in return for 


peace, 

The disturbances make it urgently necessary to find a solution to the 
Palestinian problem. The longer they continue, the more Soviet interests 
will be served. Their extension from the west to the east bank of the Jordan 
would produce new risks for King Hussein and his regime, and raise new 
questions with regard to the durability of the Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty. 


ISRAELIS internationally weakened as a result of the disturbances and the 
necessary means to suppress disobedience, and domestically split by dis- 
agreement about the way to promote peace with the Arab countries. At the 
same time, the PLO has lost its dominance for local Palestinian leaders. A 
deterioration of the disturbances and the Israeli countermeasure could Jead 
to a civil war, undesirable to the U.S. and its Arab allies. 

On the other hand, it appears as if all the relevant actors have reached the 
conclusion that they must very soon come to practical, reasonable terms. 
That includes Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir and his party, who cannot win 
their election campaign with an image as the only obstacle to peace. Because 
of the coming elections, rather than in spite of them, ee oe would 
accept new ideas to promote a political arrangement in . The Reagan 
‘adtnbtistretion would. end its term with “an Ἢ κοτααιίοπαῖν breathtaking 
beg aie thus making one of the best exits ever from a political stage. 

For a it seemed as if Mr. Shamir would play his in the drama. 
But only for a while. Ten days after the press briefings giving the impression 
that the initiative had been a joint Shamir-Shultz one. the prime minister 
appeared before his Knesset faction, declaring that he would never agree to 
speed up the timetable set in Camp David for determining a permanent 
arrangement nor accept any limitation on new Israeli settlements in Judea, 
Samaria and the Gaza Strip. ἢ 

Later the same day he met with Richard Murphy, the U.S. special envoy, 
and told him that “all the ideas” he had heard from him would enable the 
formulation of a plan to be discussed next month in Washington between 
himself and Reagan. 


THERE IS A certain discrepancy between the uncompromising speech at 
the meeting and the utterances at the diplomatic meeting. 

Ben ion once said that in case of such a discrepancy, on should pay 
very careful heed to what has been said on the domestic front, the real 
source of one's political power. He was talking about Arab leaders, but the 
same is applicable to Isrelis, including Mr. Shamir. It would be much easier 
to have a confrontation with foreigners than to be accused of misleading his 
own party, especially wben Ariel Sharon and David Levy are waiting around 
the corner. 

A close examination of what Shamir and his aides have said about the new 
diplomatic initiative reveals a progressive regression. From the intitial loud 
and clear support they withdrew to a conditional, tentative position. “I 
believe 1 shall persuade them,” said the premier to the Likud MKs, thus 
clearly hinting at points of disagreement between his position and the 
American fnitiative. 


IT WOULD BE unfair to ascribe the changes in Shamir’s reactions only, or 
mainly, to internal Likud politics. He never meant to give up even an inch of 
the Land of Israel, or to change the autonomy framework in such a way that it 
would become a vestibule to a Palestinian state west of the Jordan. 

But — what an irony of history — his policy leads to these very 
consequences. 

More than that: Last year, following the agreement between Shimon 
Peres and King Hussein on the terms of the international conference, the 
U.S. gave Israel a written undertaking to frustrate any attempt to turn the 
conference into an instrument of pressure upon Israel. 

Because of Shamir’s unconditional rejection of the idea of an internation- 
al conference, Israel is waiving that obligation. Instead of discussing proce- 
dure with the U.S. and negotiating substantial matters with the Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation, Israel is now negotiating substance with the U.S. 
even before the official opening of the negotiations themselves, 

All this is done, of course, in the name of “face-to-face, direct negotia- 
tions” with the Arab countries; but more important are. the expected results. 
The Arabs alone cannot really press Israel very hard, and with the written 
commitment in hand, American pressure could be avoided as well. 

Qn the other hand; when Israel has to negotiate the substance with the 
U.S. it is exposed to effective American pressore in order to save the 
American initiative and achieve the American purposes unless some basic 
Arab demands — above all, a withdrawal from almost the whole of Judea 
and Samaria — are met, the American initiative would be sterile.

ἘΠΕ: ἱῳ ποῖ the Jaw that one must 
f > but rather its legislator who 
is God-himself and is often referred 
to in talmudic literature as raha- 
mana, “the All Compassionate 
One. Supreme moral author- 
ity must always be present within 
the law, thus law and morality can 
never be divided. The two together 
represent zedek, justice or 
Tighteousness. 

Tora, more than any conceivable 


time of love, kindness and compas- 
sion to ali. They spoke of the broth- 
erhood of man as a corollary of the 
fatherhood of God. “Have not .we 
all one father? Has not one God 
created us? Why do we deal treach- 
erously one man against bis brother 
by profaning the covenant of our 
fathers?” (Malachi 2:10). 
. The uncompromising insistence 
on justice comes through in the 
teachings of the rabbis in the “oral 
tradition,” no less, often even more, 
than in the biblical “written tradi- 
tion.” It permeates their studies of 
Jewish law down to its minutest de- 
tail. The rabbis were not unaware of 
unavoidable conflicts in real life 
when it comes to meting out justice 
which sometimes seems to come 
into conflict with other basic values. 
The multi-volume compendium 
of the Talmud and the vast Jewish 
legal literature are one long and on- 
going discussion on how to reconcile 
morality and law and how to find 
one’s way in the art of decisiun- 
making when finding oneself caught 
in-between contradicting values.

In doing so a man does not only 
protect his own interest but also 
helps to establish personal rights. 
Surrender of his rights could cause 
damage to others in society. Indeed, 
justice gives power to the powerless, 
strength to the weak, encourage- 
ment and support to the deprived. 
Law is a necessity in society as we 
know it.

$400,000 per year.

ONE YEAR ago today. the great 
Bank Leumi scandal reached its 
apogee with the appointment of Za- 
dik Bino as chief executive officer of 
Israel's oldest, and formerly largest, 
bank. 

In 12 action-packed months, Bino 
has changed the face of Bank Leumi 
and the whole of israeli banking -- 
irreversibly. For his next trick, the 
46-year old, Iraqi-born Bino, who 
worked his way up from teller to 
chairman at First International 
Bank, will try something more diffi- 
cult with even more far-reaching 
consequences: to decisively alter the 
pattern of labour relations within 
the bank by smashing the power of 
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the works committees. If he suc- 
ceeds, the results will probably be 
felt throughout the economy. 

The anniversary of his succession 
provides a suitable juncture to as- 
sess what has happened and to spec- 
ulate whether he can pull off addi- 
tional coups or whether, as his 
humerous critics believe and hope, 
he is running out of steam and into a 
wail of mounting resistance. 

The events leading to his appoint- 
ment will be easily recalled: the res- 
ignation of Ernst Japhet, then Leu- 
mi's chairman and -CEO, in the 
wake of the Bejski Commission re- 
port; the gradual leaking of details 
of Japhet's severance pay and pen- 
sion; the crumbling of Leumi’s 
board ending with a mass resigna- 
tion and the appointment of an en- 
tirely new set of directors; and ex- 
tension of the pressure to the 
management level, beginning with 
CEO Mordechai Einhorn, who was 
forced to resign in early February 
1987. 

Given the demand for a new 
broom at Leumi, the obvious candi- 
date was Bino. the man responsible 
for the phenomenal success of the 
small, super-profitable First Inter- 
national Bank. On arrival at Leumi. 
he first decided to “learn the bank” 
before cleaning up the mess. De- 
spite his own hard-boiled cynicism 
and lack of illusions, he was shocked 
at the extent of the rat he found.

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two factors saved Bino from being 
swallowed by the Leumi swamp, al- 
though only one of them was of his 
own making. His ability to measure 
everything solely in terms of wheth- 
er it made business sense and to 
avoid unnecessary involvements 
based on prestige, ideology or plain 
megalomania was tested to the limit. 
But he succeeded in standing firm 
and imposing his approach on those 
around him. 

He could only do so because he 
stepped into a vacuum which be was 
expected, even urged, to fill. Every- 
one, both inside and outside the 
shell-shocked Leumi empire, was 
clamouring for a firm hand to re- 
store control and provide leader- 
ship. They got far more than they 
ever imagined possible. Bino hit the 
ground running, and soon left every- 
one else far behind. 

The new Leumi board, although it 
works more conscientiously than its 
predecessor, is at best a Hause of 
Lords, while the chairman's post has 
become mainly ceremonial. Policy 
originates with, and is implemented 
by, Bino and a small group of care- 
fully-chosen lieutenants, with the 
board approving the initiatives and 
monitoring their effects.

been enshrined in tablets of stone -- 
and then banged on the head of 
anyone who didn’t swallow them. 

True, the same principles had 
been tried and proven at First Inter- 
national. But their application to 
Leumi represents an experiment of 
a different magnitude. If they work 
there, they could work anywhere, 
including in government and Hista- 
drut companies. Hence, the horror 
and anguish of many in the anti- 
Bino camp. ἢ 

Bino's strategy is exemplified in 
the first policy decision of his era. It 
was decided to actually do what had 
long been seen as desirable in the- 
ory, namely get Leumi out of non- 
financial businesses and sell assets in 
which the bank's capital was tied up 
unproductively. A long series of 
sales of real-estate assets, compa- 
nies and share-holdings followed. 
The conservatives wailed that Bino 
was “selling the family silver” and 
sacrificing long-term considerations 
for quick, short-term profits. 

Unmoved, he replied that banks 
were supposed to engage in bank- 
ing, and that he needed to free his 
capital for that purpose. By the end 
of the year, Leumi was sitting on a 
huge pile of cash which it employed 
to do things unprecedented in the 
annals of Israeli banking. It lent 
money to customers at cheaper rates 

cthan itsrivals, in vast quan and. 
in a broad range of forms. 

Leumi no longer needs to rely on 
paying depositors very high interest 
rates to obtain marginal funds be- 
cause it has its own resources. As a 
result, it has been able to introduce 
forms of lending — such as fixed- 
interest shekel loans for six to 12 
-months, and doHar-linked over- 
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taking on the powerful works committees.  (Daniel/Media)

One of Bino’s most daring gam- 
bits (albeit less striking than the 
Yardena Arazi ads) was simply to 
publish in the papers the cost of 
loans at Leumi for households and 
firms.

Innovations, from gimmicks to 
genuine breakthroughs, came thick 
and fast last year.

Using the momentum gener- 
ated by his arrival, Bino put the 
whole bank on a single wage ladder 
spanning every rank from clerk to 
CEO - and published the figures. 
He persuaded the staff committees 
to switch to a five-day week at all 
head office units and eliminated 
overtime pay. - 

Most novel of all, he introduced a 
performance-based bonus for the 
whole bank, whereby if it hit certain 
pre-specified profit targets, every- 
one would benefit directly while in- 
dividual staffers and units would 
also get extra pay for above-average 
achievements.

CLOSE TO six months after the can- 
cellation of the Lavi project, Israel 
Aircraft Industries (LAI) has appar- 
ently faced up to the painful fact 
that it has fallen from the prestigious 
ranks of the world’s military aircraft 
producers. 

This realization is evident in the 
mass dismissals, structural reorgani- 
zation and other changes which have 
taken place at the company in recent 
months. 

One of the few consolations for 
IAI these days is that it is not alone. 
Aviation firms in countries around 
the world, particularly West Germa- 
ny and Japan, have been encounter- 
ing similar problems. 


Aside from staff cutbacks and “ 


consolidation, what the scrapping of 
the Lavi has meant for TAI thus far

ARE WE facing a recession? It is 
hard to tell with Israel's unique 
economy -- an economy in c 
neither people nor firms behave in 
practice the way one would expect 
them to behave in theory. 


Some data could easily mislead us 
into thinking that we are facing 8 
recession. Aside from the various 
economic indicators. which are 
pointing in different directions, the 
past two months of rioting in the 
territories have made the future 
even more unclear.

“Many of our engineers, who last 
year prided themselves on being the 
leading contributors to- Israel's tech- 
nological capabilities, are today out 
of work.” 

IAT's premises, where hoards of 
foreign and local journalists congre- 
gated last year to witness the maiden 
flight of the world’s most sophisti- 
cated fighter bomber, are today off 
limits to the press. “I had journalists 
Tinging me every hour last year 
wanting to be briefed on the Lavi, 
see the plane with their own eyes, sit 
in its cockpit, you name it,” Says 
Sussiik. Needless to say, the phones 
do not ring as persistently anymore. 

Explaining why the press is being 
shooed away, Susslik said: “We are 
trying fo dismantle this project ~ a 
very painful endeavour -- 85 quietly 
as possible.” 

Since last August, 2,600 engineers 
have already left the company, with 
March 31 the deadline for the re- 
maining 400. Each dismissed em- 
ployee has received an average of 
530,000-$35.000 in compensation, a 
burden which, fortunately for IAT, 
the government has agreed to 
finance. 

The company has also consolidat- 


ed itself structurally, merging two of 
its five divisions — manufacturing 
and engineering — at the end of last 
year. Sources at LAI say that proba- 
bly by this year’s end, its technology 
division, which includes various 
non-aviation subsidiaries, will also ᾿ 
be cancelled and latched on to an- 
other division. 

Although plans to reorganize the 
company had been in the making for 
several years, LAI officials claim it 


. was the traumatic experience of the 


Lavi cancellation which finally 
drove the message home. 

Even while it had the Lavi going 
for it, IAI’s financial situation had 
been progressively deteriorating. 
‘The company has been in the red for 
two how, with’ its 1986/87 
losses put at $30 million. As a result 
of the Lavi cancellation, an im- 
provement in its results during the 
current financial year seems highly 
untikely. ; 

Like most other Israeli defence 
companies, IAI bas been particular- 
ly burt by the sharp cutbacks in De-

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Blaming the media 


‘WHEN foreigners, new to this country, voice pleased amaze- 
ment at the degree of unbiased reporting and freedom of 


expression that characterize the media of communication in . 


the still besieged Jewish state, Israelis rarely demur. 

Among themselves, however, Israelis do not spare the 
press, radio and television their rod. Media bashing is in fact a 
popular Israeli sport. Whenever the country finds itself in 
trouble, the blame tends to be put, mainly from the right, on 
the newsmen whose reporting does not sufficiently hew to the 
official line, and on the media commentators who refuse to 
accentuate the positive in Israel's own conduct even to the 
exclusion of the negative. 

It thus was no surprise this week when that darling of a 
section of the masses, Arik Sharon, came out blasting the 
“ever critical’ press corps. They were only second, the Herut 


leader intimated, to the present “divided, stuttering” govern- _ 


ment itself in projecting an image of a weak, debilitated Israel, 
and in actually enfeebling it. He was not, however, very 
hopeful that they would heed his own apparently just and fair 
criticism. 

“Do you know when you'll understand the damage you are 
doing ?” Mr. Sharon asked the newsmen who were covering 
his visit to the settlement of Alon Shvut, in Gush Etzion. 
Then, counting on all within earshot to promptly make the 
connection with the last-minute flight of loyalist Vietnamese 
from falling Saigon, he answered his own question. “When 
you stand on the roof of the U.S. or British embassy, with a 
little suitcase, waiting to be evacuated.” 

For a one-time Israeli war-hero, and former defence minis- 
ter, to conjure up that sort of apocalyptic analogy, may seem a 
sign of either rank demagoguery or manic desperation, hardly 
deserving a comment. Yet a comment is in order. 

Southern Vietnam's fate was not sealed by gory reports, 
whether at home or abroad, of gory battles against a steadily 
advancing enemy from the north. What doomed that unhappy 
Jand was its lack of national wil] to stand up, even with massive 
U.S. aid, to the communist aggressor. American public opin- 
ion might have continued to support the war had Washington 
been able to persuade it that victory was but a few more U.S. 
bombs away. But it could not. 

Certainly the coverage by the domestic media of the recent 
“disorders” in the territories, and their handling. has not been 
beyond cavil. On occasion, what the army passed off as 
exceptions to the norm was all too readily taken to be the norm 
itself. But a far larger fault has been the inclination to self- 

ip, motivated by the desire to protect what goes for 
the national interest. 

In any case, it was not the scenes of clubbing as such that 
aroused the furore both here and abroad, but rather the 
political void in which they were being enacted. 

The truncheon is surely a less lethal weapon than the gun, 
and.the rmaaintenance of law and order is obviously an occupy- 
ing power’s first duty. But an o¢cupier's second, and arguably 
overriding, obligation is to seek a peaceful and secure end to 
the occupation. During the past two months, however, Yitz- 
hak Shamir’s Israel appeared to be intent on clubbing the 
disorderly Palestinians into quiet not in order to create the 
conditions that would make negotiations possible, but in order 
to create the conditions that would make permanent occupa- 
tion possible. 

What outraged some Israelis, Mr. Sharon among them, 
about the domestic media reports was the conclusion, implicit 
even when it was not explicitly stated, that this task was 
beyond mighty Israel’s capacity to perform. Hafez Assad’s 
Syria could do it, and Hussein’s Jordan, and certainly Pol Pot's 
Kampuchea with the greatest of ease. But not anyone's Israel, 
not even Arik Sharon’s, and surely not without the Jewish 
state turning into a hideous friendless travesty of itself.
